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3.- Reorganizatien of the League Council. 


The reorganization ef the League Council ie no new oF sudden thing.

It was not found possible to produce a sclution in March. But since

II. NOTES & NEWS. 





e Revolt in Spain. 

For some considsrable time insistent rumours have been current in 
the European prees with regard to the internal conditions of Spain. It 
was known that the officers of tue Artillery Corps were taking strong 
steps to induce the Marquis de Ysetella to rsecind the Royal Decree 
introducing the system of promotion by eleztion into the Army, signed 
py the King on July 25th. The anrsuncerent in the Press that martial 
law throughout Spain rad been iectlaread by tos Govermnent on September 5th 
was therefore not altogether srrprisinz. ta an official note to the 
Press it was exolaired that this crastic action was taken on account of 
a “series cf acts (by the officers of tne artillery Corpe) amounting 
to absolute indiscipline". The actual causes of the Government's 
action were stated to ts tke facts that the Chief of the Artillery 


Corrs had, on his own initiative, ordered officers on leave to rejoin thei. 


regiments, ani tbe officer in comnand of the Segovies barracks had 
without authorization confined bic trce20s to barracks "in case other 
regiments sent from YVadridi shovld attack them.* 

Furtwer decrees were approved by the King (who arrived in lMedrid from 
San Sebastian on September 5th) imposing icastic restrictions on all 
officers of the Artillery. The result of the promptitude and sternness 
with which the situation was met brougnt about the surrender of the 
mutineers and averted clvil war. The peace of Madrid was never disturbed 
but there were some scuffles in Segovia and Pamplona in the north. 
According to an official note, all rebel artillery organization had 
submitted by the night of September Sth. The note added that the 
officers who directei the movement were to be tried by court martial. 
Official statement, eimphasised the point that the crisis was only one 
of insubordination in 2n¢ section of the army. Tue state of martial 
law was raised on September 6th. 

A plebiscite was heli at the instigation of the Patriotic Union, a 
body supporting General Prima de Rivera, on September llth, 12th and 13th, 
the anniversary of the lY<z Revolution, to permit the public to give a 
vote of confidence in the Government. At the time of writing, the votes 
cast in favour of the Marquis de Estella have reached the total of 
5,923,757, of which a total of 50,559 were received from abroad. Tangier 
contributed over 4,000. The final vote is expected to fall just short 


of six millions. 


The Revolution in Greece. 
On August cist President Pangalos was overthrown by a sudden 


revolution similar in many resvects to the one by which he established 
himself on June 25th of last year. The direct cause of his fall was 
Clearly the conclusion of an ailiance, heated by the former Home Secre- 
tary, General Kondylis, between certain military elements and the leaders 
of the 'old parties’. A manifesto issued by General Kondylis explained 
that the coup d'état had been effected in order to accomplish a sound 
reorganization of the armed fores and the administrative machinery of the 
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country. 
General Pangalos made an attempt to escape but was captured on the 


night of August 22nd on board the destroyer Pergamos near Cape Matepan 
and subsequently taken to the island of Aegina and later to the fortress 
of Itzedin in Crete. 

On August 24th, Admiral Konduriotis resumed his presidential duties 
(of which he had been deprived by General Pangalos) and earnest endea- 
vours were made on the same day to form a coalition cabinet. These 
efforts, however, came to nothing, as M. Tsaldaris, leader of the 
Popular party,maintained that, in order to avoid the semblance of 
military rule, the office of Prime Hinister . should not be given to 
General Kondylis. To this General Kondylis refused to agree and on 
August 26th he formed a Cabinet in which he was Prime ilinister and 
Minister of War and Marine. On Sentedoer 2nd the Greek constitution, 
as voted by the Parliamentary Cornissi.oa of the 7th National Assembly, 
was promulgated and another decrse fixed the date of the parliamentary 
election,to be conducted on the basis of proportional representation, 
for October 24th. 

In a statement made to the representative of the official Soviet 
news agency, General Kondylis said that he would continue leader of the 
National Republican Party and is further reported to have stated that on 


general lines his policy would be socialist. 


Danzig and the League of Nations. 


Anong the important questions to be considered by the League of 
Nations during the present Assembly is the financial problem of the 
free city of Danzig. Danzig, one of the small States created by the 
Treaty of Versailles, stands directly under the protection of the 
League of Nations. When the Free City found itself in the throes of 
a financial crisis it applied to the High Commissioner of the League of 
Nations at Danzig so that he might place the matter before the Council. 
The fact is that the national aistence of Danzig, faced with a deficit of 
15 million Danzig guldens is in a verilous condition unless a drastic 
reduction in State exnenditure be speedily brought about. 

The causes of this financial disaster are two-fold. On the one 
hand they are to be found in the method of administration which brings 
in its train cn army of officials, to which must be added the present 
industrial crisis and the large nuaber of unemployed. Out of a popula- 
tion of 350,000 peonle, 14,00C are in receipt of unemployment benefit. 
The second cause of the trouble is due to the industrial union of Dauzig 
with Poland. Under the Treaty of Versailles, the free City of Danz:<z 
on its withdrawal from the German Empire, although regarded nationaili.y as 
an independent State, for the purnose of excise revenue forms part of the 
Polish Customs zone, that is to say the same restrictions imposed by 
Poland on exnorts and imports are applicable to the Pree City. FPur'thew 
according to the Convention of Paris, Sth November, 1920, and tiie Vaisaw 
Agreement, 24th October, 1921, it3 share in the customs revenue is 
regulated ty the number of ite population. The sum received by the 
Free City from the Customs revenue during 1924 was 16 million Danzi¢ 
guldens; in 1925 it was 21 -nillions. Owing to the rigorous import 
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restrictions which have followed the German-Polish industrial war and 
the depreciation of the zloty, the amount received by Denzig during the 
first six months of i926 from this source amount only to four mitjiun 
guldens which will be further increased by 8 millions a little iater 
On. Tn tne meantime 166 miliions brad been budgeted for leavirg « 
deficit of 8,6 million Danzig guldens for Customs revenue alo. 

In June of this year the disaster was ‘orshadowed. Tic State 
Treasury could no longer meet the de:nands made upon it «nd tie State 
had already negotinted through the Bank ov Danzig, several short period 
leans. Tue Senate asked for the hein of the Council of the League of 
Naticns te adjust the nosition. On the suggestion of the ish Comaise 
sioner a finance commission which was attended by the finencis) experts 
of the League sat from July 10th - 15th. It was decided to held a 
meeting of the Frinance Committee of the League of Nations in London, 
July lth - 22nd, at which the reprceentatives of the Danzig Senate and 
the Polish Government should be present. On this occasion it was 
suggeoted that Danzig should reduce its administrative expenditure by 
104% or by 12 million Danzig gulden. This reduction was to be brought 
about by drastic cuts in the administration of the Interior, by a 
reduction in the number of officials, by cuts in the salaries of 
officials, and if this was not sufficient uneziploynent benefit was to 
be curtailed. Tne proportion which Danzig should receive fro.: the 
Polish customs revenue for the next two years was also planned on a new 
basis. In the event of these conditions being carried out, the League 
of Nations will recommend 2 new loan to Nanzig during tle present 
session at Geneva. The amount of the loan it is believed will be 
about 60 million Danzig guliens, to be used for constructive purposes.

Tne Situation in China. 


The situation in China is remarkably obscure. General Yang Sen, 


whose seizure of the two British merchant ships and imprisonment of 
their officers led to the naval encounter at Wanhsien, has ayreed to 
negotiate and there ia hope that these nexgctistions may in time reach 
a successful termination. Meanwhile "The Times" Hong-kong correspon. 
dent renorts that the Canton Governizent fas inbrmed the British Cons:i- 
General that it has decided to suppress tue anti-British boycott which 
has inflicted heavy losses on Hongekong and Canton, but or tunis there 
ie at present no official confirmation. sep otiations between the 
Central Gevernzent and the Western Powers, tire United States, ans vapen 
on the subject of the Chinese Customs Tariff remain "susnended" cig 
to the disannearance of the Cninese Central Government. The yuter- 
national Commission which has been investigating tie Chinese deiic rc 
the abolitien of the extra-territorial rights of foreigners in Chins 
has completed its report, which is believed to advocate the uainten- 
ance of the status quo as regards foreign privilexes.

Septe 2nd: The Treasury announced the receipt of the first instalnent 

of 5,900,000 dollars (£1,180,000) of reparation payments due under the 

Dawes Plan. 

Sept. 5th: The United States Federal Oil Conservation Board revoted 

that the nresent United States oil reserves from known sources anount 

to barely six years supvly. 

Sept. 6th; President Coolidge issued a further statement concerning 

his disarmament policy and his refusal to allow tne Ynived States Navy 

to build up to the ratios allowed by the Yashiagion Treaty. 

Sept. Leth: The announvenent that extensive ceductions in tae French 

army had been oriered by the Poincaré Cabinet created a favourable 


impression in the United States. 
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IV. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 





Yow Germany came to Geneva. 

The Seventh Ascembly of the League of Nations, now in session at 
Geneve, hae been well worth while if for no other reason than that it 
witncesed the long-.celzuyed aariceion of Germary to the League. The twa 
sessiums at which this wee accomplished wiil te long remembered. On 
the Wednesday mouning ( Septenber Sth) the monentcvs vote by roll-call 
was taken, which resulted in the unarimoue approvel ty the Assembly of 
Germary'e apolicztion. Tze Eecretary~Cereral at cnce despatched a 
telegrem to berlin and the Geiman ceiegation left tlket evening for 
Geneva. On Frifey, emic inceccribable sccres of enthusiasm, the dele- 
gates werc welcomed to their seats in the Acsembly. After en cfrficial 
welcome by Me Nintchitch of Yugoslavia, President of the Assembly, Herr 
Streserann, the German Foreign Minister, in a speech notetle for its 
dignity and obvious sincerity, emphasised his country's deep desire to 
co-orerste with the other members of the League in all their lebours. 
MM. Friard, the leeder of the French delegation, replied with a speech 
which will probably go dcwn as one of the finest ever heard in the 
Ascembly of the League of Nations. If the same atmosphere can be 
m.inteined in the relations between the two countries, it eugurs well 
for tre future peace cf Errope. 

The most important immediate result of Germany's entry is that the 
Locarno Agreements will come into operation forthwith. On Tuesday last, 
the ratifications were formally deposited with the Secretariat of the 


League of Nations. 





The Assembly Comriissions. 
Cre feature of the present Assembly is the large amount of time 


th:+ has been devoted to the work of tke six Commissions, each charged 
with one particular aspect of the League's work. To those who come to 
Geneva to see the spectacular side of the Assembly, the consequent 
exclusion of plenary sessions seems dull. But it should be remembered 
thet it is in the Commissions that most of the spadework of the Assembly 
is cone and that knotty points of detail are hammered out. 





Spin and the League. 
Foilowing on the unfortunate withdrawal of Spain from the League, 

two years' notice of wich has been given, great interest has been aroused 

at Geneva by a telegram which M. Nintchitch, in his capacity es President 

of the Assembly, has received from Senor Blanco Ibanez, the weill-kno«n 

author of "The Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse". Ke states that, as 





soon as the Dictator has been overthrown, Spain will return to the League.

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The Fourth International. Congress of Bov Scouts was opened at 
“Kendersteg in the Eernese Oberland on August 22nd in the presence of 
General Sir Aobert Bacen-Porell. 








On August 2st, after three days work, the representatives of the 
principal news agencies, who had been convened at Geneva by the Council 
of the League, adjourned efter avpvinting a sub-committee which will 
serve as a liason betreen the conference of Fress agencies and the 
Secretariat of the League. The delegates to the Conference urged that 
there should be no Press censorship in peace time. 


The Conference of the Anglo-Russian Joirt Advisory Council arranged 
by the Soviet Trade Unions with the British irade Union Council met on 
August 23rd in Berlin for its preliminary discussions. The British 
delegates were Messrs. Pugh, Hicks, Swales, Findlay and Citrine. The 
Russian delegates were Messrs. Andrees, Melnichanski, Lepse, Schwarz 

and Ugaroff. The Council considered pronpcsals of the Russian delegatioc 
regarding assistance to the British miners in their dispute, and further 
steps towaris international trade union unity. The Conference ended 

on August 25th. 


The Second Congress of National Minorities_of Europe was held at 
Geneva from August 25th to August 30th. fhirty-elgns national groups 
belonging to thirteen countries and represensing an aggregate population 
of 40,000,000 were represented. Resolutions summnérizing the wishes 
of the delegates of the different national groups were passed in 
connection with (1) the language question, (2) the creation of joint 
minority groups, and (3) decision to meet next year. 








The 16th Conference of the International Air Traffic Association 
was held at the roreign Office in Beriin on August 27th and 28th. 23 
air traffic companies from 18 countries were represented. The Conf. 
erence agreed to the employment of uniform airway tickets on all 
European lines. 





The 25th Universal Peace Congress opened at Geneva on August 25th 
under the Presidency of ¥. Lafontaine, the Presidest of the Inter- 
national Peace Bureau and Vice-President of the Belgian Senate. 


The Acad4my of Internationel Law at the Hague ended its fourth 
session on August JOth. 425 persons followed its courses. 





The World Power Conference was held at Basel from August Slst to 
September 8th. The Conference was attended by nearly 600 engineers 
and technical engineers as well as the official representatives of 39 
countries. 
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The Conference of States sisnatories to the Statute of the Permanent 
Court of Intcreational Justice opened at Geneva on September lst. Thos 
Confes euoe Was convened by the Leagve Counctil, acting in accordance wits 
34a resclution of Warch 18th, 1926, ana su.osequent to a comnunication 
asovr the Secretary of State of the United States Government conceriing 
the adhesion of the United States to the statute of the Permanent Cour 
subject to five reservations. Professor von Eysinga (Netherlands) was 
elected President. 


An International Road Exh“bition was opened on September 4th at 
Milan. Ls was organisea mn cotoeetion with the fifth International 
Road Congress which opened on Serntember Sch. rifty nations have sent 
delegates ‘So the Congrurs. Tne subjects ror discussion included 
metnois of road surfacing, concrete roads, and the organization of traffic 
in large towns. 





The Congress of Fidac ( Federation Inter-Alliee des Anciens Com. 
battants) was heid in Warsaw from September 6th - 9th. Majo1-General 
Sir Frederick Maurice was elecicd Chairman of the Political Secticn. 
During the last meetings the Congress concentrated its attention on 
Inter-Allied Debts.
